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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 

July 1, 1909. 
To His Excellency, Robert S. Vessey, 

Governor of the State of South Dakota. 

Honorable Sir: 

I have the pleasure to submit, herewith, the annual report 
of the business transacted in the Department of Insurance for 
the year ending June 30, 1909. 

From such observation as has been possible since the ad- 
journment of the last legislature, I am impressed that a large 
number of wise measures 'were put upon bur statute books by 
that body. 

The companies insuring against fire seem better pleased 
with the new standard form of policy than with the old, for two 
special principal reasons. They consider that litigation is less 
liable under the new form than under the old, and appreciate 
the privilege of co-insurance when both parties clearly and fully 
understand the nature of the contract. 

The law relative to standard forms for life insurance is 
most effective through its fifth section. Each company seems 
disposed to formulate its own policies, and the principal work 
of examining the forms is to determine whether the features 
that the law demands must be included in the policy are properly 
included and prohibited clauses excluded. 

I believe that the importance of the department is becom- 
ing more and more recognized. It probably has to do with the 
personal interests of more of our people than any other depart- 
ment of state. 

The growth of the department is illustrated by the follow- 
ing table. The past ten years constitute a decade of very even 
and continuous progress and development in South Dakota:

♦ In 1905 the St. Paul Fire and Marine Insurance Company paid deferred 
taxes in the amount of $8,600.99, on hail insurance premiums received for the 
five preceding: years. 



This comparative table affords a very fair index of the pro- 
gressive development. The increase from taxes is more than 
three times greater than in 1900. It will be further observed 
that the expenses of the administration of the affairs of the 
office have not increased in so great a proportion, and I con- 
gratulate the legislature on the wisdom manifested in passing 
the law by which this department was reorganized, under 
which law it is made possible, through the co-operation of the 
governor and the commissioner of insurance, to provide for a 
more systematic and extensive oversight in this matter. 

A curious document was recently rescued by the janitor 
from the ash-heap. It is a partial record of the administration 
of insurance affairs beginning with 1871, eighteen years prior to 
our statehood. At that time there were twenty insurance com- 
panies licensed to do business in territory including both North 
and South Dakota. Of thit number six are still operating in 
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this state, and I do not consider it inappropriate to make of 
those companies the following roll of honor :

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FIRE MARSHAL DEPARTMENT 



Aon. O. S. Basfordi 

Commissioner of Insurance, 

Pierre, 8. D. 

Honorable Sir: I have the honor to submit my report, as Deputy 
Rre Marslial, for the year ending June 30, 1909. This has been the sec- 
ond year of the operation of the Fire Marshal law, and we have been 
tble to profit by some of the oversights and mistakes of the first year, 
ttiftieby obtaining some results in the prosecution of persons charged 
with arson. No conviction was ever obtained in this state prior to 

Itte passing of the Fire Marshal law, neither did we secure any convic- 
tions during the first year, after the law went into effect July 1, 1908. 
Our aim has been to make the law effective as a preventative of 
these crimes and conservator of life and property, by checking the ever 
increasing fire waste in our state. By means of bulletins, which the 
newspapers have kindly published, we have been able to keep before 
tlie public the fact that the most common fire dangers were preventable 
^M that a little caution, used at all times, was worth considerable more 
than the cost of the effort. These bulletins have been sent to every 
newspaper in the state, and from the way they have been received and 
published, we are confident that they have had considerable effect in 
checking the increase in fire waste. 

In so small a percentage of the cases, where there is suspicion of 
incendiarism, is there sufiicient evidence to bring a charge of arson, 
that the Fire Marshal's office resolves itself largely into a bureau of 
prevention as well as prosecution, and seeks to thus reduce the fire 
waste. 

BULLETINS 
By keeping in touch with the insuring public by the use of these 
bulletins and other methods, we are able to keep before the prospective 
incendiary the fact that a Fire Marshal law exists and that, within a 
short time after a fire occurs a state ofiicial will be on the ground, whose 
duty it is to investigate all the circumstances connected with the fire 
and, if sufficient evidence is found to warrant, it will be turned over 
to the state's attorney and criminal proceedings commenced. This tends 
to cause the man, who contemplates setting his place on fire to defraud 
the insurance companies or for any cause, to stop and consider the 
chances of measuring wit with an organization which has trailed, several 
like criminals to justice and landed them in the penitentiary, before he 
applies the match. 
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IMPORTANT CASES INVESTIGATED 

The first case investigated where there was evidence sufficient t 
wartant an arrest, was that of Miss Bessie Sinkular of Herrick, S. D 
who operated a millinery store at that place, and a fire, which starte 
in her store, destroyed the store, together with six other buildings, Th 
evidence, which was purely circumstantial, as is nearly always the cas< 
pointed directly to her as having set the fire to collect the $1,000 insu 
ance which she carried. She was arrested at her mother's home nea 
Dallas, S. D., July 29, 1908, and at the preliminary hearing conducted s 
Bonesteel, August 1st, was held to the circuit court in the sum of $l,00i 
a bond for which was furnished and she was allowed to return to h€ 
home, where, a month later, she committed suicide by shooting herse 
through the heart. Whether she was guilty or innocent will never l 
known, as she has taken her secret with her. To quote from an eminei 
legal mind, "Suicide is confession." 

The next case of importance was that of John Small and Ben F. Ba 
rickman of Faulkton, who were arrested at Faulkton, S. D., Deceinb< 
15, 1908, charged with an attempt to burn the Waller & McGraw salooi 
The evidence showed that on the night of December 8, 1908, Small, Ba 
rickman and several others were playing cards until 4 a. m., when the 
left the building and started for home. Small and Barrickman went i 
the saloon, where Barrickman was a bartender, and after drinking co: 
siderably, they planned to burn the opposition saloon. Small, after 
severe grilling, made a confession of the whole affair and stated thj 
Barrickman set the fire by boring holes with an auger through tt 
sheeting and siding and pouring kerosene down through the studdin 
Small waived examination and was held to the circuit court under $5( 
bonds. Barrickman was given a preliminary hearing and was held to tt 
circuit court under $1,000. Neither were able to furnish the bond ar 
they were confined in jail. Small at Aberdeen and Barrickman in tt 
Faulk county jail, until the December term of court, where Small pleads 
guilty and was sentenced to six months in the penitentiary at Sioii 
Falls. Barrickman pleaded not guilty, and, although the testimony < 
Small was corroborated by sixteen good reputable witnesses, Barrickma 
was found not guilty. 

Archie Hemstock, Marvin Stanley, Joe Anderson and George Dun 
all of Canton, S. D., pleaded guilty to arson at Canton, December 1 
1908, and were all sentenced to the penitentiary for four years, exce] 
Archie Hemstock, who got five years. For these convictions credit 
due to the vigilance and ability of the local authorities. 

Frank V. Mandolins, under the name of Frank Vetri, secured a $6( 
policy from the Queen City Fire Insurance Company in 1906, $300 < 
which was on a violin, guitar, mandolin and cornet, and other $300 c 
bar fixtures and stock of liquors in a small saloon he was running j 
Englewood, S. D. Englewood is a small mining camp near Deadwoo 
and after he had the insurance, he locked up the building and went 1 
Portland, another mining camp, and while there professed to have hs 
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a dreain during the night in which he dreamed that he was on a burning 
building and had to jump for his life. Claiming to be naturally super- 
stitious, he inquired and learned, from a Burlington railroad man, whom 
he knew came through Englewood, that fire had actually destroyed his 
saloon in Englewood. He collected his $600 insurance and, in his proof 
of loss, stated that the violin destroyed was an ancient heirloom, 300 
years old and worth $1,000, and that the total value of the four instru- 
ments destroyed was $1,440. In October, 1908, this same Frank Vetri, 
who by this time had added Mandolins to his name, rented an old build- 
ing in Deadwood for a saloon and put in an application to the county 
commissioners for a license. While that was pending, he bought an 
old second-hand bar outfit for $100, put it in the prospective saloon and, 
on the very day that his application was rejected, he secured from the 
Orient Insurance Company a $700 policy, $400 of which was on this bar 
outfit, $100 on a mandolin, $100 on a guitar and violin, and $100 on cloth- 
ing and a trunk. He paid for the policy when he secured it and took 
the policy with him. Three nights afterward, fire was discovered in the 
building where the bar outfit, musical instruments and trunk were piled 
up in a corner, and evidences were plain of their having been saturated 
with kerosene and set on fire. The Bre boys were too quick for him and 
put the fire out before much damage was done and before the evidence 
of its having been set was obliterated. He was arrested and held to the 
circuit court in $1,500 bonds, and at the following term of the court was 
convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary at Sioux Falls for four years 
and six months at hard labor. The violin which he lost in the former 
fire and which he stated in his proof of loss was 300 years old and worth 
$1,000, we found he had bought for $10. The guitar he lost in the last 
fire, and which he swore he had purchased in Chicago for $50, we proved 
to the satisfaction of the jury by a dealer in second-hand goods, he had 
secured on the very day before the fire in exchange for an old gasoline 
stove for which he had originally paid $3. 

In this case the state's attorney was disqualified, from having been 
interested in the defense at the preliminary hearing, and the court ap- 
pointed Robert P. Stewart of Deadwood, who was state's attorney at the 
time of the preliminary hearing, as special prosecutor, and the Fire Mar- 
shal department and the county paid the special prosecutor jointly, and 
he rendered excellent service. 

Fred Gringle and his wife, Mary, were both arrested on the charge 
of burning their own property at Akaska, S. D., August 23, 1908, which 
fire destroyed six business buildings. Mrs. Gringle, after making a 
partial confession, stating that her husband had set the fire to collect 
the insurance, was released, and Gringle was given a preliminary hearing 
and held to the circuit court under $500 bond, which was furnished. 
Mrs. Gringle afterward said that she made the confession to get released 
from jail, and, as no further evidence could be obtained against Gringle, 
the case was not tried and Gringle's bondsmen were released. 
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PRAIRIE FIRES 

Only a few of the most flagrant cases of criminal carelessness in 
starting prairie fires have been prosecuted and notwithstanding a bul- 
letin was published early last spring warning farmers against starting 
fires and citing the consequences, quite a number of prairie fires oc- 
curred which could have been prevented had the warning been heeded. 

Wm. F. Bold of Ortley pleaded guilty to setting prairie fire and was 
fined $25. 

Earnest Kronfus of Sisseton pleaded guilty to setting prairie fire and 
was fined $50. 

Andrew Anderson of Wilmot pleaded guilty to setting prairie fire 
and was fined $50. 

Wm. Le Barge of Kimball pleaded guilty to setting prairie fire and 
was fined $30. 

Herman Elfston of Mitchell pleaded guilty to setting prairie fire and 
was fined $25. 

' Henry Osterhaus of Mitchell set prairie fire which destroyed neigh- 
bors' property, and was fined $150. 

EXCESSIVE INSURANCE 

I said in my last annual report that excessive insurance was the real 
cause of a great many fires, as it places before the assured a strong temp- 
tation to defraud. In altogether too many instances the agent is interested 
only in the premium and tajies too much for granted, without personal 
investigation. The insurance companies want only a square deal and 
the confidence imposed in an agent should not be violated, but a per- 
sonal inspection of the property to be insured should be made wherever 
possible, and especially so when the applicant is not well and favorably 
known to the agent. Insurance companies could do much to aid this 
department in this regard. I personally investigated a case in Lead, 
last winter, where a small house, on leased ground, had been sold for 
$700, and there was at the time a policy of $800 on the property, $600 on 
building §ind $200 on contents. This policy was transferred to the pur- 
chaser and a few months afterward an agent for a large company wrote 
a policy of $1,600 on the same property, $800 on the building and $800 
on contents. Soon after, the house caught fire and was nearly totally 
destroyed. It happened while the man was at work in the mine and 
the woman and children barely had time to get out in their night clothes, 
and yet on account of the over-insurance there was some grounds for 
suspicion that there was something wrong, while if there had only been 
a reasonable amount of insurance on the property there would have 
been no shadow of suspicion. 

We cite another instance known to the department where an agent 
told the insurer that they could take a $1,000 policy on a new small 
house which cost, under contract, less than $450. An $800 policy was 
written. 
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PERCENTAGE OF INCENDIARY FIRES 

At the State Firemen's Association, recently held at Rapid City, I 
submitted the proposition to the chiefs and ex-chiefs as to the percent- 
age of fires of incendiary origin, or at least where there were suspicions 
of incendiarism and it was the consensus of opinion that at least 30 per 
cent of the fires belong to that class. I stated at that meeting that the 
chief of each fire department in the state, and especially of the larger 
towns, should be appointed a special deputy to take charge of the case 
immediately after such fire occurs and assist the fire marshal in ob- 
taining evidence, and I believe such an arrangement as this would be 
a great benefit to the department. 

APPRECIATIVE AND SUGGESTIVE 

I wish to hereby publicly thank the chiefs and members of the differ- 
ent fire departments, where fires have occurred that have been investigat- 
ed, for I fully realize the great assistance they have been to me. These 
services have been cheerfully and gratuitously rendered. In nearly all 
of our larger towns these fire departments are volunteer and nothing 
of any consequence is paid to these boys, who respond to the calls to 
save life and property. The chief of the fire department is, usually, not 
only the best fire- fighter in the town, but a good, live, active hustler, and 
has the advantage of acquaintance with both the people and conditions, 
and in my opinion an arrangement whereby the chief of the fire depart- 
ment of every town in the state was made a special deputy with powers 
the same as the Fire Marshal, to be paid the same on a per diem basis, 
would prove of great benefit to the department in reducing the fife waste 
and also in trailing and convicting incendiaries. 

ORIGIN OF FIRES 

John Mair, an old fire insurance adjuster, who adjusted losses for 
the "old Hartford" after the great Chicago fire, has this to say about 
the origin of fires: 

"Late in the evening of October 8, 1871, a fire broke out in a small 
barn situated on De Koven street, in the southern part of the west di- 
vision of the city. It was owned and occupied by the widow O'Leary 
for the stabling of her cow. The story was told, and comes down to 
us in the history of the great fire, that the widow, thirsting for a *sup o' 
milk,' attempted, with lantern in hand, the second milking of the much 
maligned cow, at the untimely hour of 9:30 p. m., and the cow 'kicked' 
at the request to 'stand over,' and broke the lantern, communicating fire to 
loose straw, from which the widow and her cow escaped unharmed. From 
investigations I made with a fellow adjuster, it seemed clear to us that 
the fire originated from a spark of jealousy from a fire burning in the 
heart of a jilted lover, and the story of the cow was invented to shield 
the party from suspicion." 

A statistical table is hereto attached and made part of this report. 

The following comparative table contrasts the fire losses and causes 
for the past two years:

I would hardly dare to presume that the operations of the Fire Mar- 
shal department had caused this reduction of $181,622.57 in one year 
in the fire waste, but do most thoroughly believe that it is a valuable 
deterrent. The significance of the reduction is increased when it is 
considered that considerably over $1,000,000 more risks were outstand- 
ing the last fiscal year than the year before.
